SIR BERTRAM HORNSBY ON 
CAUSES OF THE TROUBLE,

The 44th annual general meeting of the 
Anglo-South American Bank, Ltd., was held 
yesterday aan House, Cannon street, 
London, E.C. 

Sir Bertram Hornsby, C.B.E., Chairman of 
the Company, presided, and in mapa the 
adoption of the report and accounts said that 
it was necessary at the outset to give some 
general idea of the state of affairs in those 
countries in which they carried on the bank’s 
business. With one or two minor exceptions, 
in every country where they had branches 
there was some form of exchange control, 
whose net result, whatever opinions might 
be held regarding its wisdom, was to strang!e 
foreign trade and intercourse, than which no- 
thing more disastrous could, in his opinion, 
be possible. In addition, in some countries 
internal trade was gravely hampered by 
the existence of a moratorium aggre 
debtors against. creditors—thoug banks 
generally remained liable to meet all the de- 
mands of their depositors. Moreover, in 
some cases discrimination against foreign 


creditors, either open or disguised, was not 
unknown. All these might be described as 
artificial attempts to evade or to postpone 
the many real difficulties from which the 
whole world was suffering through a eneral 
fall in the price level, which showe quite 
clearly the origin of the disturbances to 
which the economic life of the countries 
producing those articles had been subjected. 


CHAOTIC CONDITIONS, 

To that element of disturbance must be 
added, first, that until three years ago al- 
most every country in South America, like 
other countries nearer home, was tncreas- 
‘img its debt, both public and private, in- 
ternal and external, at a rate and to an 
extent till then unknown, and, secoud, that 
when some partial remedy might have been 
found in a general increase of the world’s 
trade exchange, controls and import restric- 
tions appeared on the scene to play their 
disastrous part. Such were the abnormal con- 
ditions under which the bank was carrying 
on its business. The report and balance 
sheet showed more eloquently than any words 
could do the consequences of the difficult 
year through which they had passed, and. 
compared with the previous year, the total 


of the balance sheet showed a very consider- 
able reduction. 
PROVISION FOR LOSSES. 

Last year the directors transferred a sum 
of £2,275,000 from the reserve fund to a 
‘ special reserve for depreciation of capital 
employed abroad and other possible losses.” 
It then appeared that that sum would prove 
sufficient for the purpuse. Since that time, 
however, conditions had deteriorated to a 
degree which could not have been foreseen, 
and the final returns as at 30th June re. 
vealed that still further provisions ought in 


prudence to be made, which meant that 
though the reserves, plus the allocation from 
this year’s profits, would cover what ought 
to be provided for depreciation of invest- 
ments and for bad and doubtful debts, they 
would not cover the depreciation of capital 
employed abroad, amounting to £1 414,875. 
The situation was fully and frankly shown 


in the balance sheet. The profit and loss 
account showed that, even in such a year, 
the Bank had been able to make a gross 
profit of £1,866,508. While that figure made 
no allowance for bad and doubtful debts, 
nevertheless it did give evidence that the 
shareholders possessed a business with earn- 
ing capacity, and with possibilities of profit 
if abnormal! bad debts conid be avoided. The 
net profit was £465,892, which had been 
dealt with as shown in the: appropriation 


account. 
AN UNPARALLELED EXPERIENCE. 
As to the reasons which had led up to the 


present state of the Bank’s affairs, it must be 
remembered, first, that never before in the 
world’s history had there been such a state 
of depression, putting such a strain on the 
economic fabric as to produce the most un- 
expected and far-reaching results. With re- 
gard to the Bank’s undue share in to-day’s 
troubles, his own opinion was that they had 
been. working in countries where banking 
risks were much ' greater than In this 
country; that profits were proportionate to 
risks, and that it would have been more pru- 
dent to have allocated larger sums to re- 
serves In the past. Their liquid resources 
had not been sufficiently large, and when 
the storm broke the ship was overcrowded 
with sail. However, they could not undo 
the past, and, having satisfied himself that, 
whatever the result, the good faith of the 
Board had not been in doubt, his task was 
to do his utmost in collaboration with the 
Board to rebuild the fortunes of the Bank.

Fairy Spinsters. 


A friend has just lent me a little 


booklet, published many years ago, called 
“An Irish Midsummer Night's Dream: 
A Legend of the Shannon, related by John 
Bickerdyke, M.A.” (author of many books 
on angling). It is a very comical fairy 
tule, following its famous original closely, 
the victim of the fairy spell being one 
Andy, a red-headed Irishman. His adven- 
tures among the fairies of Lough Derg 
make very diverting reading, and he finds 
special favour with the fairy queen, who 
enchanted him for teaching the fairies to 
dance an Irish jig. 

To my mind the most entertaining 
part of the tale is the description of the 
fairy cure for spinsterhood. At thirty-five 
a fairy is considered to have no mbre 
chance of matrimony, and, as all fairies 
are beautiful and there is a surplus of 
males, the ill-luck comes from her own 
evil temper. At that age, therefore, the 
fairy spinsters are taken im the bills of 
herons to the mountains, and fed on the 
special rejuvenating honey with which aged 
fairies are made young again; for fairies 
never die, The spinsters, however, are 
not allowed to live with the aged married 
fairies who are rejuvenated in three years, 
but must stay in complete solitude for 
ten yeurs, when they are once more 
young, beautiful and good-tempered. Then 
they rejoin the other fairies, and usually 
succeed in getting husbands within the 
first year of their return. 


Sweeping the School, 


Rambling in a rural district the other 
afternoon, I overtook a little chap return- 
ing home from school alone.

Ghe Orange Pippin. 


I was interested to see that the com- 
paratively new apple known as Ellison’s 
Orange Pippin was displayed at the recent 
Trish fruit show. A friend, who recently 
came back from the English Midlands, 
had a good deal to say about that apple. 
In the garden of the house he visited there 
was a small, young tree that was bowed 
down with beautiful apples of a large size, 
and of a most attractive appearance. The 
owner of the garden said that for many 
years he had tried to grow that super- 
apple named Cox’s Orange Pippin, but 
without any success. The trees lived. but 
that was all; they bore no fruit. Then 
someone told him of another Orange 
Pippin that had all the excellent qualities 
of. the Cox’s, but was much hardier and 
grew freely in gardens that did not suit 
the more fastidious tree. So Ellison’s 
Pippin was planted, and the result was 
evident in that splendid crop of good-sized 
apples. My friend brought back a few 
specimens, and the flavour was delicious. 
Those Irish fruit-growers who have failed 
to succeed with the Cox’s Pippin need no 
longer despair of growing apples with the 
_ game rare flavour. 


“Rural Kilk. 


, The recent reference in a leading article 
in the Irish Times to the fact that country 
| folk regard acvocates of pure milk as 
cranks and treat their new-fangled ideas 
with a certain measure of contempt, re- 
minds a correspondent of a campaign 


official in his district a few years ago. 
This gentleman invited the ‘local farmers 
to attend a lecture on the proper methods 
to be adopted to ensure a pure milk 
supply. hen he stated that it was a 
useful safeguard to wash the cows’ udders 
he was interrupted by a farmer, who ex- 
claimed: “ Wash the cows’ uddhers! 
Why, man, we haven't time to. wash our- 
‘selves.”’ 

Incidentally, I have often been surprised 
at the poor quality of the milk supplied 
in country hotels. Last summer i was 
entertaining some friends to tea in a first- 
class County Wicklow hotel, and I was 
shocked when we were given milk which 
was quite sour. The milk delivered during 
the summer months in some of our smaller 
seaside resorts is of very poor quality. I 
am afraid. it is frequently ‘‘ stretched ” to 
supply the increased demand.

The Pioneer Lacrosse Club opened its 
season yesterday with a practice game at 
the Leinster ‘Cricket Ground, Rathmines. 
To Miss Dorothy Griffith belongs the dis- 
tinction of sponsoring lacrosse for women 
in Southern Ireland; for she helped to 
form the Pioneer Club a few years ago. 
While most schools and colleges in Eng- 
land play lacrosse, the game is only now 
beginning to gain a foothold here. It is 
understood that Dublin University is 
about to adopt the game this season ; and 
a movement to form the Dublin University 
Women’s Lacrosse Club is just taking 
shape. Already the Pioneer Club contem.- 
plates a fixture list with Belfast and 
English clubs. In pre-War years lacrosse 
flourished in Belfast, having been played 
there as long ago as 1876, while in 1881 
the first England v. Ireland contest took 
place.

I have just seen an interesting old lace- 
maker's som made in Ireland early in 
the nineteenth century. It is of fne plain 
glass, and was es ially blown for lace- 
makers, who, I believe, used it extensively 
when making the finer ty of Irish 
crochet and Limerick lace. The lamp was 


lit’? in a peculiar manner. First, the 
bow] was filled with water, -nd then be- 
hind it was placed a lighted lamp or 
candle, in such a position that the ray of 
light pierced the glass and water and 
fell in a brilliant stream upon the lace- 
work in the hands of the maker. Even 
the smallest light on passing through the 
water in the glass lamp bow! became mag. 
nified, and the risk of eye-strain, so fre- 
quently occasioned by working intricate 
and delicate lace designs at night in a 
humble home became minimised. There 
is a very fine specimen of a lacemaker’s 
lamp in the National Museum’s collection 
of old Irish-made glass.

“ BROTHER ALFRED” AT 
THE GRAFTON. 


“Brother Alfred '” is one of those gentle 
manly English comedies which are moderately 
amusing throughout, but never get above a 
certain level. Apart from the Ralph Lynn 
and Tom Walls productions, the British 
studios never seem able to turn out a. really 
hilarious picture. If they leave the realms 
of mild fun at all, it is generally to plunge 
into music-hall vulgarities. 

Fortunately, British international Pictures 
have not attempted to do anything of the 
sort in the present instance, and the result is 
a film which is quite entertaining. P. G. 
Wodehouse had a hand in the story (though 
the dialogue is not quite so Wodehousian as 
ove might have expected), Gene Gerrard is a 
good comedian, and the rest of the cast are 
well chosen. 

The film has one of those extraordinarily 
involved plots in which Wodebouse delights, 
and he has je“: none of his old skill in keep- 
ing the various elements in play. George, 
having become involved in a row with his 
hancée, drowns his sorrows, and the next 
morning finds that he is being looked for as 
the author of a murderous attack x.. a prince. 
in order to avoid the co uences, George 
decides to pose as his twin brother Alfred, 
and “proves” his i-enti’: by means of a 
mole on.,his neck, which, his accomplices 
assert, \ org? never had. Alfred, he learns 
later, never existed except in the mind .of 
his uncle, who had srent the trust money 
he ee to George, and who had invented 
Alfred in order to save the situation.

and present. 

Stately mansions line the wide boulevards 
that lie on each side of the broad-bosomed 
river flowing through the heart of this old 
capital of the Tsars, classic palaces cluster 
around the vast open squares, with their 
imposing monuments, and the sunshine 
glistens upon the gilt and mosaic domes of the 
must beautiful churches that the world has 
seen. The centre of the city symbolises all the 
pomp and majesty of the Race age We the 
centre of the city is dead. e 

The grandeur that was St. Petersburg is 
rather a pathetic spectacle these days. The 
old Nevsky Prospect, with its three and a 
half miles of flat-fronted shops, their windows 
almost empty, shows but the ghost of its 
former glories. The yellow stucco is 
crumbling from the walls of buildings that 
rank with the finest in Europe, 

This is the old Russia. The new lies further 
afield. where the great factories that have 
spread themselves over the face of Russia 
during the Jast few years are working 
feverishly to complete the last lap in the great 
race they have engaged in to finish the 
Five Year Plan in four. From one week’s 
end to another their machines are in motion, 
working night and day, for industrial Russia 
is a giant which never sleeps. 

I took the tramcar at midnight to the 
outer districts of Leningrad, and saw all 
along the route the gleam of hundreds of 
lights from the windows of huge buildings, 
which hummed with the steady movement of 
lathes and looms and turbines. Every factory 
has its plan, and at all costs the plan must 
be fulfilled, if it is within the bounds of 
possibility, 


READY TO LEARN. 


Not that the plan as originally drafted may 
not be altered. The mentality of the Medes 
and Persians finds its complete antithesis in 
that of the Bolsheviks, in whom an outstand- 
ng characteristic is their readiness to learn 
by experieace and to adapt themselves to 
circumstances, Everywhere I went I found a 
desire for jiticism, provided that it was con- 
structive. ‘“‘We are a young State,” they 
told me; ‘We make mistakes, and we are 
anxious to learn.’ 

_ Once the plan is decided upon, however, it 
is the task of the Red director, who is a 
member of the Communist Party and an ex- 
pert on political economy, and his assistant 
tirectors, who are technicians, each respon- 
Sible for the working of one of the factor 
departments, to see that it does not fail. 
Obstacles are ever lurking in their path, and 
it Is possible for a factory which is steadily 
working on a three-shift system, twice round 
the elock each day, to be suddenly plunged 
into idleness owing to the delay in receiving 
materials »r machinery, either because of the 
imitation of imports through financial or 
political reasons, or because of the inadequacy 
of internal transport, 


IMPROVED TRANSPORT. 


This crying need for improved transport is 
one of the things that is to be dealt with in 
the second Five-Year Plan, which will soon 
be launched. With full recognition of the 
urgency of the schemes which were included 
in the first Five-Year Plan, I could not help 
thinking that the early diversion of a little 
energy to the improvement of transport might 
have been justified by results. 

Insufficient labour is another fruitful cause 
of delay, and in some cases this is aggravated 
during the summer months by workers who 
have been brought in from the country 
leaving the factories to flock back te the 
fields. One factory director, when I asked 
him how his plan was proceeding, told me 
that. since the beginning of the summer his 
output had ny du from one hundred to 
eighty per cent. of schedule from this cause. 

’ersonally, I should imagine that inefficient 
labour is an even greater handicap than 
insufficient labour. The inefficiency of the 
average Russian is incredible. How any 
schedule which ever men made could be 
adhered to with the human material—the 
last. word in slowness and stupidity—which 
is at the disposal of the Bolsheviks is a 
mystery to me. Somewhere in the back- 
ground there lurks a standard of organisa- 
“ion and a degree of enthusiasm which is 
sim ply amazing.

POSITION OF TRADE 
UNIONS, 

_ The position of the trade unions in Soviet 
industry is a somewhat anomalous one. It is 
they which decide, by negotiation with the 
administration of the industry with which 
they are concerned as to the wages, hours, 
and output of the workers. The question 
arises as to what would happen in the event 
of failure between the two sides to agree. I 
put this question repeatedly to people con- 
cerned in industry, but made no progress 
other than to discover that they were simply 
unable to envisage the possibility. ‘here 
never had been friction, 1 was assured, and 
there never would be; but somehow it was 
hardly a satisfactory reply. 

_ The solution, perhaps, lies in the close 
interlocking of these various organs of the 
body economic, with the workers in control 
of all, and, therefore, each seeing eye to eye 
with the other. 

Overtime, with pay, is worked in many 
cases, and every effort is made to accelerate 
the pace of the workers. The “sack.” of 
course, 1s not a Soviet weapon, except for 
certain forms of misconduct, when it is 
accompanied by suspension from the “ right 
t3 work’’—a terrible penalty in the land 
where the proletariat rele ; for it entails not 
only loss of income, but loss of ration cards— 
and there is also the punishment of suspen- 
sion from the trade union. The Soviet whip 
is usually a moral one. 

Appeals to the pride of the worker, to his 
patriotism and his Communist ideals, shriek 
at him from the posters that plaster the 
walls of the factories and the streets, Across 
the entrance to every railway station and 
every State institution red banners emblazon 
in golden characters the glory of the Five- 
Year Plan. The workrooms have their 
photo galleries; in one group the enthusiasts 
who are putting heart, and soul into the 
race for economic construction; in the other, 
the slackers who are Jetting their comrades 
down, The coveted “ Order of Lenin,”’ is 
the glittering prize that dangles before the 
members of the ‘“ shock brigades ”’ which, 
when a factory’s schedule shows signs of 
breaking down, are drafted in to throw 
their weight, both of effort and example, into 
the scale. 

There is also an economic urge. Piece 
work, wherever possible, is the rule, and 
where piece work is impracticable, premiums 
are paid on efficiency, The ideals of a Com- 
munist State must not be allowed to stand 
im the way of the Five-Year Plan. 7

| tor, who sits just inside the entrance, im- 
perturbably waiting for the passengers to 
pass their fares back to her through the 
crowd. 

One enters the tramcar by a door at the 
back, clutches for a strap, which will probably 
be not a strap at all, but a piece of rope, the 
original strap having long since succumbed to 
the strain of th Sars Ar swaying bodies. 
and gradually elbows one’s way to the 
entrance door at the front. if your journey is 
a long one, you stand a good chance of 
getting to the door in time to get off at the 
proper stor. 

Pedestrians also are strangely scarce in 
Leningrad, and when the sun, gone to rest, 
no longer lights up its beauties, the sensation 
of being in a city of death becomes complete. 
It would be so even without the presence of 
the log-like forms of men who lie supine at 
the corners and doorways, the victims of 
Russia’s old alcoholic scourge—vodka. 


VODKA. 


In the days of its youth, the Bolshevik 
Government kept vodka under the ban which 
had been imposed during the war, but their 
experitnce was the experience of America in 
similar case, and, as the law of 
Russia are much more easily revoked 
than those of America. the ban 
came off, to’ be replaced by propaganda. 
Now, vodka is sold by the Government, but 
it is sold in shops which are placarded with 
posters showing in graphic words and 
pictures the terrible effects which vodka has 
upon the individual—and upon the Five Year 
Plan. ‘‘ You may drink, but you do so at 
your own risk, after due warning,’ is, in 
effect, the Soviet Government’s attitude to- 
wardg its citizens. . 

Vodka, morvover, is: not easily come by, 
but when it is the consumer makes the most 
of it. A mouthful of vodka gives first of all 
a powerful taste of methylated spirit, and 
then a warm internal glow which is rather 
pleasant, but also rather terrifying. The 
Russian drinker, however, does not stop at a 
mouthful, but tilts the bottle to his lips and 
gradually drains it gulp by gulp, the while 
his knees sag beneath him until he finally 
collapses in a moribund heap. This explains 
the prostrate figures that littered nocturnal 


Leningrad. 
MONEY. 


During the whole of the time I was in 
Russia. I was intrigued by the disparity 
between the exchange price of the rouble 
and the value which it assumed when it was 
taken into a shop. . As a matter of fact, the 
rouble inside Russia has no specific value, 
but is merely one of a series of tokens dis- 
tributed among the workers by a Govern- 
ment which, while it has not yet attained the 
Communist ideal of a moneyless society— 
though the rationing system may yet prove 
the xey that will unlock the door to that 
ideal—has at ieast put money in its proper 
place. 

Regulating as it does both currency and 
prices, and having no such thing as gold cover 
to bother about, the Soviet Government when 
it desires to increase real wages is able to de 
so by the simple expedient of rinting off 
more notes, without fear of the reaction 
which would be inevitable in a drfferent state 
of society, of a corresponding increase in 
prices. In such circumstances it is manifestly 
almost impossible to sit down and calculate 
what anybody’s real wages are, and 
cost-of-living indexes would be a farce. 
It is absurd to attempt, as is so 
often done, to convey an impression of 
the standard of life in Russia by quoting 
prices in pounds, shillings and pence for the 
things which make life possible. All that 
can be said is that the worker in Russia 
appears to have sufficient to hive on, though 
not a lot to spare. 


METHOD OF EXCHANGE. 


The Russians are artful enough, inciden- 
tally, to seize this opportunity for gathering 
valuta. The exchange rate makes prices in 
the ordinary markets’ prohibitive for 
foreigners, and that is where the TJ orgein, 
or shop for foreigners, comes in. At the 
T'orgsin roubles are not accepted, and the 
assistant behind the counter writes out a chit 
which the purchaser takes to an official of 
the State Bank, who translates the price in 
roubles into the appropriate foreign currency 
which, I am told, is usually on its way out of 
the country within twenty-four hours, so 
urgent is the need for valuta, 

The great snag about shopping in a 
T'orgsin is that the cashier is deen hood up 
for change, and when you hand over your 
pound note you may find yourself pre- 
sented in return with a mixed handful 
of threepenny bits, one-mark notes and 
ten-cent pieces. Having apparently a 
bland faith in the cosmopolitan character 
of all non-Russian money, the cashier 
receives your protest with surprise, but 
gets over the difficulty by presenting you 
with a series of special Zorgsin notes, or, 
rather, vouchers which will serve if you 
ever come back to that T7orgain for more 
purchases, but are of no value otherwise. 

Leningrad, besides being the centre of a 
great industrial district, is Russia’s home of 
museums, and they form a constant round 
for the tourist which grows rather weari- 
some. The trouble is that in Leningrad the 
guides are not up to the standard of those 
in Moscow, and the tourists, being as yet 
only at the beginning of their pilgrimage, 
are too inexperienced to realise that the best 
thing is to desert the guide altogether and 
strike out on their own, 

Our principal guide at Leningrad was an 
energetic person, who, as the result of a long 
sojourn in America, had lost all his Slavonic 
characteristics except complete disregard for 
other yple’s time, and had become 
Westernised, both in manner and s h. We 
named him ‘‘ Chicago Bill,” and he drove us 
round with all the other tourists at our 
hostel—about thirty or forty, all told—like 
a flock of particularly hungry sheep. 


THE PALACE OF THE TZARS. 


Our boredom with museums reached its 
climax on the day we visited the famous 
— of the Tsars at Tsarkoe Selo. Our 
vedroom thermometer had already climbed 
well aboye eighty degrees Fahrenheit when | 
examined it at seven o’clock that morning. 
and as, after an uncomfortable train journey, 
we footed for a mile or two under a tropic 
sun up the steep incline that carried us 
through the ‘ Village of Little Children,’ 
where the Soviets have erected a complete 
hamlet of creches, we yearned for rest. 

For sheer opulence I have yet to see the 
equal of the palace of Tsarkoe Selo. Ver- 
sailles is more beautiful, but the palace of the 
Tsars is to be ever remembered for its end- 
less sequence of spacious. halls, and 
its flamboyant colouring of deep amethyst 
blue, lavishly trimmed with gold, 
in the most ornate Oriental style. All this, 
like most relies of the old régime, has 
escaped the slightest suspicion of vandalism, 
largely, no doubt, because of its propaganda 
vaiune, 

Wearily we wandered through the long 
corridors and chambers, while the voice of 
Chicago Bill droned the details of the 
haroque, transition, and other styles of 
decoration. It was all very informative, but 
it was not what we had come to Russia tc 
hear, Finally, my. five travelling companions 
and I went on ‘strike. We refused to go 
any further, and bluntly demanded our rail- 
wav tickets back to Leningrad.

ACTRESS'S REVIEW OF 
THE PAST.

ISS IRENE VANBRUGH, who 

M appearing in the comedy “ The 
Price of Wisdom,” at the Gaiety 
Theatre this week, was the re guest 
and the chief speaker at the Dublin Rotary 
Club’s weekly meeting yesterday, which was 
recognised as a ‘‘ Ladies’ Day.” 
Addressing the members as ‘Brother 
Rotarians,’ she thanked them for the en- 
thusiastic reception which they had given 
her, and went on to say that it was difficult 
for her to express the pleasure which it gave 
her to be in Dublin again after an all too 
long absence. Her last appearance here was 
with the late H. Irving in Pinero’s play, 
‘Letty.’ Her earliest recollections of 
Dublin went back to the time when Irving 
was playing here with the famous comedian, 
John L. Toole. Since then she had re- 
turned many times; but her deep regret was 
that ‘she never piayed here in association 
with her husband, the late Dion Boucicault, 
son of the renowned Irish dramatist, Dion 
Boucicault, whose plays, - ' The Colleen 
Bawn ” and “ The Shaughraun,”’ stand out 
as milestones in the history of our theatres. 
“I feel,” she said, “that if my husband 
and I had come here together, I could almost 
have felt that my foot was on my native 


heath.”’ 
THE LONDON OF YESTERDAY. 


Some of the developments in the world of 
the theatre that had happened in her life- 
time were rather interesting to review. The 
one that seemed to intrude itself most clearly 
was the extraordinary change that had come 
over the actual theatre world, especially in 
London. 

Having referred to her parts in 
Irving, John Hare, Charles Fro man and 
others, Miss Vanbrugh proceeded : The 
technique and the dignity of acting in those 
old days was an interesting topic of discussion 
wherever you went, and London’s favourites 
had their own special theatres, in which they 
pursued a definite policy of plays an<d 
management. The managerial methods not 
only placed the big favourites in their rm ht 
setting, where their public knew that they 
i would find them, but also encouraged that 
very important thing, good team work, 
in the theatre; for we find that edch one 
of these ‘stars’ surrounded himself 
almost invariably with the same company 
and that only occasionally new leading ladies 
were brought in, or special engagements 

ade for special parts. . ; 
we That is á factor in the theatre which 
has now almost entirely disappeared, but I 
think that in the Free State you seem to be 
taking exactly the right steps to foster more 
of these admirable organisations. It is fine 
to think that here you have your Abbey 
Theatre subsidised by the State, an achieve- 
ment we have not been able to bring about 
in London as vet. although I am sure it is 
a dream that all those who have the theatre 
at heart, would like to see realised.” 


IRISH SCHEME PRAISED. 

Miss Vanbrugh went on to say that the 
movement in Ireland to encourage acting 
societies in many of the small towns an 
villages was an admirable scheme, because 
it would give a chance to the playwrights 
to get their plays produced, and encouraged 
them to write. 

Touching the question of the cinema, she 
said that it had definitely taken away a very 
large public from the theatre, but she thought 
that as soon as tha theatre realised that it 
also had to move with the times, and be 
more accommodating in its seating and 
amenities, less expensive and more welcoming 
to its patrons, then it would easily regain its 
| popularity. 

: As ik veel the other day : ‘‘ You do not 
lose your taste for real salmon, though you 
may have to put up with the tinned variety. 
(Laughter and applause.) 

For the first time in theatrical history the 
theatre had received a Royal Charter for 
their Academy of Dramatic Art in 1920. 
Secondly,. though they had to go to law, they 
obtained a judgment in the Courts that 
drama was to be acknowledged as one of the 
fine arts; and, lastly, the Royal Academy of 
Dramatic. Art was now recognised by the 
London University as a training centre for 
the University Diploma in Dramatic Art. 

These three big gains showed that the 
theatre was an acknowledged factor in life, 
and that actors were no longer a band of 
“ rogues and vagabonds.”’ 

They were still proud to style themselves 
servants of the public, and far be it from 
her to decry the ea Bohemian gyspy side 
which gave actors certain privileges and 
made it almost impossible íor them ever to 
band themselves in a trades union. 


AN EDUCATION. 

Major Johnson, moving a vote of thanks, 
said that it was with keen pleasure that he 
and the other members heard one of the 
princesses of the dramatic art speak of the 
theatre as an educational institution. 

Major J. D. Waller, seconding, said that 
we in Ireland had a grievance in that Lon- 
don had to a large extent monopolised Miss 
Vanbrugh and her sister. 

The President, conveying the thanks of the 
meeting to Miss Vanbrugh, said that if she 
were not in the dramatic profession, her fine 
voice would enable her to do well as a 
preacher.

FREE STATE TAXATION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In a speech to the County Longford 
Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ Association, on 
Sunday last, Mr. Frank MacDermot, T.D., 
is reported in your issue of to-day as 
having made a plea for ‘‘a calm, serene, 
kindly freme of mind among ourselves and 
those who differ from us.” It is a highly 
admirable frame of mind, which, one would 
hope, should prevail among all parties and 
sections. Dolostanstel’. in other parts of 
the same speech Mr. MacDermot, as re- 
yorted by you, said things which are calcu- 
lated to produce anything but a kindly 
frame of mind even among those who do not 
differ from him very much. Referring to 
taxation, he said that “under the British 
the taxation of which we complained se 
much for all Ireland was eleven or twelve 
millions, Under Cumann na nGaedheal it 
was raised to twenty-three millions for the 
Free State, and under the present Govern- 
ment it is about four millions more. These 
figures are perfectly outrageous.’ 

They are, indeed, perfectly outrageoas, 
because, ge far as the reference to Cumann 
na nGaedheal is concerned, they are perfectly 
false. The figure for the British taxation of 
all Ireland given by Mr. MacDermot 1s 
merely a guess, based upon an estimate of 
some services only, and refers to the pre- 
War period, when the poses sterling was 
worth nearly twice its value in 1921-22. The 


first Free State estimate after the Treaty 


was, roughly, for a sum of thirty-six millions, 
This figure, apart from the very heavy ex- 
penditure on the Army necessitated by the 
civil war, which was not the fault of 
Cumann na nGaedheal, was based upon the 
existing British services in the Free State 
‘area, and to that extent represents British 
taxation at that time. I have not got the 
exact figures, but it can be taken as perfectly 
certain that the British figure for taxation 
raised in the Free State area at the time of 
the Treaty was not less than twenty-five 
millions. It was probably much higher for 
the two years or so immediately preceding 
the Treaty. Mr. MacDermot’s comparison 
between British and Cumann na nGaedheal 
taxation is, therefore, completely fantastic; 
and it is hard to belieye him unaware of the 
obvious fact that his eleven or twelve 
millions British taxation is a pre-War guess. 

Referring to the partition of Ireland, he 
said ‘‘he thought one of the main causes of 
Cumann na unGaedheal’s decline and un- 
popularity was the fact that they were in- 
clined to avert their eyes from the existence 
of partition.’ One does not wish to be over- 
critical of Mr. MacDermot, but his own 
contributions to the solution of the partition 
problem are of extremely recent date and 
alsc extremely vague. The late Kevin 
O’Higgins, whose assassination was one of 
the <a HB blows ever struck for the per- 
petuation of partition, used to say that Ivish- 
men should adopt, regarding that evil, the 
French maxim about Alsace-Lorraine from 


1871 to 1914—‘‘N’en parler jamais, y penser | 


tcujours.’’ I cannot help having an uneasy 
feeling that Mr. MacDermot. is inclined to 
reverse the maxim, and to be always talking 
about partition without giving it very much

We would suggest to mothers that, until 
the Government protects their children from 
an impure milk supply by bringing in the 
long over-due legislation, they should ask 
their milkman the following questions ;— 

(1) Are your cows tested twice a year, and 
can you produce copies of the veterinary 
surgeon’s certificates stating that your herd 


is “free from tuberculosis ?"’

All the milk supplied is obtained 
from tuberculin-tested herds, is produced 
under the most hygienic conditions; the 
appliances and milk utensils are thoroughly 
cleaned and sterilised by steam, and the mils 
delivered in sealed sterilised bottles. in 
every respect the milk complies with the re 
quirements suggested by Dr. O’Hogain—

“The Health of Our Children,” to the 
Belfast Rotary Club to-day, said that in 
Belfast the children were inspected three 
times during their school career. The child 
was inspected when it joined the school, when 
it was between eight and nine, and a year 
before it left school about the age of twelve. 

They would have a better opportunity as 
time went on and girls and boys were 
educated in this system. As the present 
generation grew up and became parents them- 
selves they would accept this medical inspec- 
tion as a part of school routine. Then they 
would have a great deal more help from the 
parents. 

Dr. Fulton ‘revealed that it took from £9 
to £10 per year to educate a child in Northern 
Ireland. Dental treatment was provided for 
ls. per year. Many children, he said, made 
a habit of coming of their-own accord every 
three months to have their teeth examined. 
About 4,700 school children were being fed 
every day in these present times of disiress.

METHOD OF TREATING 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


In his report for 1931, Dr. P. 8. Walker, 
Medical Superintendent of the Belfast 
Municipal Sanatorium, referring to tuber. 
culosis, states that the type of case admitted 
into the ‘sanatorium reveals no sign of 
improvement, and that in the majority of 
cases the general trend is downwards. 

“In my opinion,” he states, ' the chaos 
surrounding the. subject of tuberculosis arises 
from the fact that we stdrt off with patients 
in advanced stages of the disease, ANAC 
then arises to be actually doing something, 
and gives birth to such progeny as colonies 
for consumptives, vocational training, after 
care, etc. In thin way we are attempting or 
pretending to attempt to cure consumption, 
which is absolutely and definitely incurable. 
and ignoring tuberculosis, which 18 eminently 
curable, In this respect let me remind those 
not’ conversant with post-mortem. pathology 
that practically 160 per cent. of “individuals 
dying from any cause show definite evidence 
of healed tuberculosis disease. 

The doctor goes on to discuss the question 
of climate. ;

DUNDALK, Monday. 

The proposed sale of labourers’ cottages 
to the tenants was discussed at the meeting 
of the Louth Board of Health here to-day. 
The terms of reference of the Commission at 
present sitting in Dublin was before the 
meeting, and the Board were asked to make 
suggestions. 

The Secretary remarked that the reports 
of the evidence which appeared in the news- 
papers showed that one of their tenants 
had stated before the Commission that the 
rent collectess in Louth were paid at the 
rate of 7a. for each £1 collected in rent. 
As a matter of fact, the collectors were 
paid 2s, in the &. 

Mr. Campbell stated that some years ago 
the Board were anxious to sell the houses, 
and had prepared a scheme for this pur- 
pose. Their scheme was that the ratepayers 
should take responsibility for the loan charges 
outstanding, and that the tenants should 
pay the rent they had been paying, plus 
the rates, and maintain their cottages pro- 
perly. 

Mr. Peter Woods asked if it would be 
advisable that the houses. should all go to 
the people who were at present. occupyitig 
them. Some of the tenants were farmers; 
others were people with motor cars; grocers 
and other merchants were also occupying 
cottages. The Chairman replied that if the 
Board of Health had been carrying out the 
law strictly they would have evicted many 
of the tenants who were not legally en- 
titled to hold houses. He was afraid that 
if the houses were sold it might result in 
a real hardship on the agricultural popu- 
lation as a whole, as there was a danger 
of the houses. passing into the hands of 
non-labourers, and a serious shortage of 
housing ensuing in the country districts.

The 
Commission recommends, therefore, that 
the Canadian National Railways sliall be 
taken out of politics, and shall be put 
under the control of a board of three 
trustees who will be free from political 
interference. 

This report merely reinforces a moral 
with which European and Australian ex- 
perience is very familiar. In all the 
continents the nationalisation of railways 
has proved to be an exceedingly costly 
mistake. The strict financial supervision 
which springs from responsibility to the 
private investor is absent. Discipline 
suffers from the fact that staffs are always 
conscious of their right of appeal to 
Cesar.

| Battleships. 


Speaking at Oxford during the week's 
end, Admiral Sir Herbert Richmond pro- 
nounced the doom of the big warship. 
“The article we are buying with our 
battleships,’’ he said, “is security, and 
there can be no reason in paying seven or 
eight millions for a ship if a ship that can 
do all that is necessary can be got for a 
lesser sum.” In the heyday of the 
battleship it was required to contend 
with only one type of foe—other 
ships. To-day it must face the un- 
seen menace of the submarine and 
the even more formidable assault of air- 
craft. .Both of these enemies strike and 
run away; they do not give battle; they 
do not wait while the big ship brings its 
colossal guns into action. Either of them 
with one blow can do more harm to its 
target than the largest gun from a ship 
can inflict; the torpedo from the sub- 
marine and the bomb from the aeroplane 
can create havoc on board the greatest 
vessel. In fact, the battleship’s very size 
is its weakness; for the larger that it is, 
the larger is the mark which it presents 
to the attackers. The function of the 
British Navy to-day is to protect the 
Empire's communications; but that 
function, as Sir Herbert Richmond pointed 
out, can be discharged as effectively by 
vessels of smaller tonnage. With smaller 
ships, he said, ‘‘ we should have a more 
fiexible fleet, and could use harbours that 
we cannot use now It is realised 
by our people that the ships of to-day are 
at least half as large again as is necessary 
for the conduct of war.” The battleship 
has known a glorious span of existence ; 
but anyone who has watched aerial 
manceuvres, whether in fact or on the 
screen, must defer to the Admiral’s 
opinion that its day is done. 


The Musk- Rat. 


The musk-rat made its first appearance 
in Europe in 1905, when three females 
and two males were established on an 
estate near Prague. By 1927 the 
descendants of these original five 
numbered 100,000,000, or thereabouts. 
They came to these islands only a few 
years ago, and last May the British 
Government was compelled to make an 
order prohibiting the importation or keep- 
ing of them, except under licence.

GOVERNMENT POSITION 
QUESTIONED. 

Mr. Frank MacDermot (Independent 
member for Roscommon and President of 
the Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ League), 
addressing a largely attended meeting of 
the League at Roscommon yesterday, said 
that the whole question of the land 
annuities was hedged around with legal 


difficulties, but there was no doubt that 
the farmers remained legally liable to the 
Land Commission. ; 

“On the other hand,” he said, “if any 
farmer takes an action against the Govern- 
ment for failure to pay the money over to 
the British Treasury, the Government has 
no answer. The Government is presuming 
on your good-will. 

“I have been advised that an 
action against the “Government to 
compel the payment of the grants 
to County Councils in full, with- 
out deductions in respect of un- 
paid annuities, would probably 
succeed. 

“ It is a basic principle with financiers 
that profit-earning capacity is more im- 
portant than cash. The total amount 
involved in the annuities dispute will not 
compensate us for the loss of the British 
market. 

“ The Fianna Fail GoverSpent will fall 
to pieces from sheer inability to deal with 
the situation.’ They say that they will 
hold office for five years. I answer that 
no one outside will put them out, but their 
own policy will cause their party to fall 
asunder. When they find that they can- 
not handle the situation and are afraid to 
face a general election, they will run away 
from it like the Labour Party in England, 
or will they call in the aid of the Irish 
Republican Army and try to prevent a 
free expression of opinion at the polls? I 
would not put it past some of them to 
adopt the latter course, but I am con- 
vinced that attempts at intimidation will 
fail, as they deserve to fail. 

“- I hope we will preserve a united front 
against the attacks on individual liberty 
and individual property by a Communist 
Party that dares not call itself Com- 
munist. The fires of party hatred are 
being stoked up, instead of being 
quenched down. The policy of the 
Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ League is to be 
guided by economic facts and not by bitter 
memories.’ 


GERMAN THREAT TO 
RE-ARM. 


SIR JOHN SIMON’S 


STATEMENT.

Replying to questions in the House of 
Commons yesterday, as to what steps he 
proposed to take to bring about the Four- 
Power Conference on the threat of the 
present German Government to re-arm, 

Sir John Simon (Foreign Secretary) 
said— The House will recall that, in order 
to overcome the difficulty which had arisen 
it Geneva in connection with the further 
progress of the Disarmament Conference, 
the British Government proposed a meet- 
ing of representatives of Germany, France 
and Italy with this country. We indi- 
cated at the same time that we would 
prefer that that meeting should take place 
in London. The British proposal! was 
accepted in principle by all the other 
lowers, but a difficulty has arisen as to 
the place of meeting. The French Govern- 
ment objected to London. The Italian 
Government, while willing to come to 
London, expressed concurrence with the 
French view. Germany had not reached a 
decision. His Majesty’s Government do 
not intend to let the matter drop. 

(Colonel Wedgwood—Is there any risk of 
re-arming taking place before the Dis- 
armament Conference has completed its 
labours / 

Sir John Simon—The future develop- 
ments are being carefully and anxiousty 
considered from every point of view. One 
of the reasons why we want to get an ex- 
change of views is because we want the 
matter cleared up, and that no re-arming 
should take place in the meantime. 

Colonel Wedgwood—Have Germany 
made it clear that they will do nothing 
until a certain time, or is their position 
absolutely nebulous? 

Sir John Simon—I have heard no 
definite statement on that point.

The reasons propounded for the weak- 
ness of sterling vary greatly. It is, at 
any rate, manifest that official support is 
still being withheld. 

Private reports from London lead some 
to believe that the pound will be allowed 
to slide to 3.25. Others even exp 
the opinion that within a month it will be 
stabilised in the neighbourhood of three 
dollars. The payment o. foreign holders 
of British War Loan and the flight of 
some British investors from what is de- 
scribed as the artificially low yields in 
London following the conversion,. is held 
to have helped the depression of sterling. 

The pound has drop over ten cents 
in a week. This is the lowest level to 
which it has fallen since early in 
December last, when 3.324 dollars was 
quoted in London. 
 §So far as can be ascertained, there is 
no fresh reason to account for the further 
decline in sterling, which yesterday 
touched the worst point since December 
last, telegraphs our Financial Correspon- 
dent. 3 


SPASMODIC SUPPORT. 


It is said that the rate fluctuated a good 
deal without much business taking place, 
and while the selling of sterling was not 
heavy, support by the authorities on this 
side was spasmodic.

CHANCELLOR DENIES 
REPORTS. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BERLIN, Monday. 

An emphatic denial was given by 
Chancellor von Papen to-day to the stories 
which have been circulating in Germany 
and abroad that the restoration of the 
Monarchy was imminent in Germany. 

The Chancellor, speaking before the 
Berlin Guild of Artisans, remarked that 
certain foreign newspapers had cleverly 
seized on this question of the restoration 
of the Monarchy in order to stress that 
such a development would plunge Europe 
into unrest, and that further it was neces- 
sary not to loosen the fetters of the Treaty 
of Versailles, but rather to bind them 
tighter. 

The Chancellor added: ‘‘I want to 
leave nobody in the slightest doubt that 
we do not acknowledge the right of any- 
one abroad to decide what form of State is 
most suitable for Germany. 

“The German people alone have to 
decide this question, but I have said once 
before, and I shall repeat again without 
fear of misunderstanding, that we have so 
many problems to solve that we are glad 
not to have to bother ourselves about the 
question of what form of State we shall 
have, for this question is not even under 
discussion,’’ 

Thus did Herr von Papen dispel the im- 

ression that the new draft Constitution to 
= submitted to the Reichstag, to be elected 
early next month, might involve the 

uestion whether the State should be a 

public or a Monarchy.

- QUOTA SYSTEM 


PROPOSED. 


- LIMIT TO HOME 
SUPPLIES. 


POSITION OF IRISH FREE 
STATE. 


A QUOTA for bacon and hams to be 
applied to the home industry as well 
as to imports is recommended by the Re- 
organisation Commission for Pigs and Pig 
si AE was issued yester- 

e Ministry of Agr!- 
culture’s orange books. 

The proposal is that, beginning from 
July 1st next, the total supplies of bacon 
and hams from all sources should be 
limited to the aver of the six years, 
1925 to 1930—10,670, ewt. a year. 

Imports of bacon from the Irish Free 
State would apparently have to be the sub- 
ject of a quota decision, as the Free State 
is not included in the Ottawa agreements. 

The Commission was appointed last 
March under the chairmanship of Colonel 
G. R. Lane-Fox, and their recommenda- 
tions are now before the Government. 

The report states that the Commission 
has not taken into consideration the im- 

ition of duties on imports of pigs and 
ingin and has confined its attention to the 
bacon side of the industry, because Britain 
already produces most of her own fresh 
pork, but only about one-eighth of the 
total supplies of bacon and hams were 
produced in Britain. The Commission ex- 
presses the opinion that without regulation 
of imports the orderly expansion of the 
home bacon industry is impossible. 

Bacon and ham imports in 1931 
amounted to 11,500,000 cwts.,. almost 
2,000,000 cwts. more than those of 1930, 
and more than double the imports before 
the War. During 1932 imports were also 
on an exceptionally heavy scale. 

The limit suggested involves a reduction 
of 2,500,000 cwts., or about 20 per cent., 
in the abnormally heavy supplies of 1931. 
The Commission does not believe that oe 8 
plies on their present scale would be forth- 
coming indefinitely at the level of prices 
now ruling, which have been insufficient to 
give eventhe continental producer _ profit, 
and a reaction to substantially lower sup- 
plies and higher prices must be imminent, 
whether or not the quota proposals arc 
adopted. There are, in fact, indications 
that this reaction has started already. 


SYSTEM RECOMMENDED. 


The quota system recommended by the 
Commission is intended to apply to the 
home industry as well as to imports. 

It is accordingly proposed ‘that home 
production should be limited to a quantity 
which producers can guarantee to supply 
by requiring that all sa'es of bacon pigs 
shall be on contract. 

The initial home quota, to operate from 
July 1 next, would be equivalent to the 
volume of bacon represented by bacon 
contracts held by curers, and the 
remainder of the 10,670,000 cwts. would be 
allocated to exporting countries as 
“ national ’’ quotas. The share of the 
home quota allotted to each British curer 
would depend on the amoun; of contracts 
held by him individually. Subsequently 
the home quota would be increased 
periodically to, allow for inereases in the 
contracts held by British curers. 

For the Wetermination and allocation of 
quotas, a Quota, Advisory Committee is 
proposed similar to the Import Duties 
Advisory Committee, which would be kept 
in touch with importers a..1 distributors 
on the one hand, and with the home 
industry on the other. 


NORTHERN IRELAND. 


Special arrangements are suggested for 
Northern Ireland, which, agriculturally, 
differs fundamentally from Great Britain,

and prices, long term (twelve months) 
contracts. being recommended. 

It is proposed that in all dontracts for 
bacon pigs farmers shall be guaranteed 
by the curers a minimum price, based on 
a formula to be agreed lLetween the two 
boards, varying with that of feeding 
stuffs. 


REGULTION OF FACTORIES. 


One of the main functions proposed for 
the Pig Industry Development Board 1s 
the rationalisation of the bacon industry. 

It is proposed, therefore, that the Board 
should be empowered to regulate the con- 
struction of new factories or the expansion 
of present ones, and should be empowered 
to buy up and close down redundant cr 
inefficient factories. 

Finally, it is suggested that the Govern- 
ment should set up a permanent re- 
organisation commission as an externa] 
and non-political body, charged with the 
duty of initiating and examining plans for 
securing an improving standard of 
technique and organisation. 

An announcement of the Government’s 
intentions will probably not be long 
delayed, so that farmers, curing factories 
and importers may have as long notice as 
possible before July 1, the suggested com- 
mencing date of the scheme.

EXTRA TROOPS NEEDED.

Powers Ordinance would expire on Decem- 
ber 29th the Government of India had 
introduced into the Legislative Assembly 
a bill to continue those provisions of the 
ordinance which a general review of the 
situation showed to be required, and the 
Provincial Governments would introduce 
bills to continue those special provisions 
where needed to meet thé special condi- 
tions prevailing in their localities. 

With regard to Bengal, he regretted to 
report that the revolutionary party had 
remained active during the last three 
months, and that a number of terrorist 
outrages had occurred. 

As a measure of security, the Govern- 
ment of India had stationed in various 
parts of Bengal seven additional infantry 
battalions, and proposed to keep them 
there so long as the situation demanded 
their presence.

U.S. WANTS THE MOST 
POWERFUL CRUISER. 


BUILDING NEW VESSEL TO 
AID UNEMPLOYED.

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

The United States intends, it is an- 
nounced, to begin next year the construc- 
tion of another 10,000 ton cruiser, to carry 
8-inch guns. 

The United States is free to add some 
ten more cruisers to her fleet under the 
London Naval Treaty, and from the new 
designs it is claimed that they will be the 
strongest cruisers afloat. i 

Only a month ago it was announced 
that the Government 'was immediately to 
undertake the construction of three 
destroyers, one of the reasons given for 
this being that it was to relieve unem- 
ployment. 

The Navy Bill adopted in April last 
provided 41,230,000 dollars (£8,246,000) 
for new warships, and for the modernisa- 
tion of old battleships and other vessels, 
while a sum of 27,000,000 dollars 
(£5,400,000) unexpended in the previous 
fiscal year is also available. — . 

The United States operating Fleet for 
1933 will consist of 306 vessels, inclusive 
of submarines.

LIVELY CONTROVERSY 
IN NORWAY.

OSLO, Monday, 

A first-class controversy seems likely to

WARM WELCOME HOME. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
7 BUKHAREST, Monday. 

HE official announcement made here 

on Princess MHelena’s arrival in 
Rumania from England is that the Prin- 
cess has come to Bukharest to be with the 
little Prinee for his eleventh birthday to- 
morrow, in accordance with the agreement 
that was made with the King when the 
divorce proceedings were arranged in 1928 ; 
but everyone here is hoping that the Royal 
father and mother may take advantage of 
this happy and important day in the life 
of their son, to whom they are both so 
devoted, to .come..to. some sort of recon- 
ciliation between themselves. 

According to arrangements so far made 
the Crown Prince will spend his birthday 
to-morrow with his mother. Princess 
Helena said this morning that she was 
looking. forward to spending the day 
quietly with her son. As in previous 
years, there will be no official celebrations 
of the Crown Prince’s birthday. 

On November 3rd, however, the Feast 
of St. Michael and St. Gabriel, and hence 
the Prince’s “ Names Davy,” there will be 
official rejoicings. He will spend the day 
with King Carol, who will be present at 
the official celebrations of the anniversary. 


POPULACE DISAPPOINTED. 


Excited crowds waited at the station 
last night to meet Princess Helena, fol- 
lowing the distribution of leaflets at King 
Carol’s order, to give her a rousing royal 
welcome. 

He had sent the royal saloon coach to 
the frontier to meet her, and this was 
attached to the express in which she was 
travelling. The waiting populace, how- 
ever, was disappointed of its expected 
thrill. The Chief of Police, fearing that 
the Princess would be overwhelmed by her 
welcome, arranged for the Princess to 
leave the train at a station outside the 
city, and escorted her to her palace. 


Thus was the stage set for to-night’s 
| meeting of the parents.

POLITICAL TRUCE. 


The present arrangement is regarded as 
a truce following the “ Battle of Sinaia ”' 
—the name which has been given to the 
disagreements leading to the resignation 
of the Government of Dr. Vaida Voevod 
and the negotiations preceding the forma- 
tion of the present Government. 

King Carol himself is regarded as the 
arbiter who stepped in to stop the poli- 
tical “battle,” which began when M. 
Titulescu, the Rumanian Minister in Lon- 
don, disapproved of certain aspects of 
the pact of non-aggression being nego- 
tiated with Soviet Russia. 

It was this “ battle ' which for the 
moment made the little summer resort of 
Sinaia, where King Carol has his palace, 
the political centre of the nation. 

One view of the outcome is that M. 
Titulescu was saved from an embarrass- 
ing situation—and even given victory by 
his appointment as Foreign Minister in 
the new Cabinet—because it was thought 
best to protect his prestige abroad, and 
that in due time he will return to diplo- 
matic work, preferably to his old post 
in London. 

It is considered that M. Maniu has a 
task of extraordinary difficulty ahead of 
him; for he has to get his Cabinet to 
work together in harmony and to deal 
with the economic crisis. 

He may be compelled to leave the 
helm. If, however, the country obtains 
a “ breathing space ” as the result of an 
upward turn in the prices of raw mate- 
rials, it is believed that it would be 
made possible for M. Maniu to re- 
organise his Cabinet purely on the basis

As the machinery by which this gradual 
change is to be brought about they recont- 
mend, first the formation of an inde- 
pendent and non-representative Quota 
Advisory Committee, which will consult, 
or be consulted, on the import side 
by a Bacon Imports Advisory 
Committee, and on the home side by 
a Pig Industry Development Board, 
the main function of which will be 
to link up the separate interests of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, and of two 
Marketing Boards, representing respec- 
tively pig producers and bacon ctrers. 
For the guidance of these last two bodies, 
the Commission suggest a basic price 
formula, which it is estimated will cover 
the bare cost of production and protect 
both producers and curers from any 
chance of loss. If, as is hoped, the effect 
of the quota is to stabilise prices at a 
level which will enable curers to pay a 
price higher than the formula price, it 
will be the business of the Pigs’ Marketing 
Board, by periodic negotiation with the 
bacon curers, to secure for the producers 
their fair share of the profits. In the 
event of the two parties failing to agree 
upon contract terms and prices, the Pig 
Industry Development Board would be

BOYCOTT OF DUBLIN 
NEWSPAPER.

CLASHES BETWEEN RIVAL 
STREET SELLERS. 


Newsboys, who refused to sell copies of 
the Hvening Telegraph and tried to in- 
intimidate other sellers, were chased through 
Dublin streets yesterday evening. The boy- 
cotters took their action in nm á ! with 
members of the Workers' Union of Íreland 
who left their employment in the machine 
room and despatch department of the news- 
paper when their demand for payment for 
what they claimed was overtime was not 
a: eded to by the management. The pre- 
m. s have since been picketed. 

When the first edition was gern yes- 
terday evening some sellers took supplies and 
ran along O'Connell street offering them for 
sale. his was the signal for an attack 
by the other newsboys, and papers were torn 
and fiung on to the street, while others were. 
seen floating down the River Liffey. 
A delivery van, which was also going 
along O'Connell street, was attacked. Men 
tried to take possession of the supplies, but 
the police scattered the attackers. The 
strikers, escorted by police, raded_ the 
streets, but they were dispersed when they 
came to the rear of the offices. Slap bangs, 
giving a noise like the discharge of a re- 
volver, drew further attention to the demon- 
stration. 

Two demonstrators have been detained in 
custody, and will be charged in the Police 
Court this morning. 

By dusk the boycott among street sellers 
was virtually complete.

MULTIPLE ROAD CRASH 
IN SWITZERLAND. 


From REvTER's CORRESPONDENT. 
BERNE, Monday, 

Mr. Michael D’Oyly Carte, aged 22, only 
son of Mr. Rupert D’Oyly Carte, the chair- 
man of the Savoy group of hotels in London, 
has been killed as the result of a collision 
between the motor car which he was driving 
and a motor bicycle on the road between 
Lenzburg and Aarau. 

He was killed instantaneously. The other 
occupant of the car, Mr. Richard B. Snagge, 
the twenty-two years old son of Sir Harold 
Snagge, was slightly wounded. 

The driver of the motor cycle, a young 
Swiss workman, died later in hospital. His 
brother and a companion, following on another 
machine, crashed into the wreckage, and were 
seriously hurt. 

Mr. b’Oyly Carte was on his way from 
Germany to Monte Carlo. He had been 
undergomg an intensive course of hotel train- 
ing with a view to — up an important 
position in the Savoy Hotel group.

DR, CHARLES FE. HOWELL. 
The death is announced of Dr. Charles 
Edward Howell, M.A., LL.D., late Secretar 
of the Standard Assurance Company. Deat 
occurred on Sunday after a short illness at 
his residence, Greenoge, 77 Highfield road, 
Rathgar. 

Dr. Howell was 67 vears of age. He was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, where 
he had a distinguished career. He took the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1888. In 1899 
he became LL.D., and M.A. in 1904. In 
1927 Dr. Howell was elected Lecturer in In- 
surance in the Faculty of Commerce in Dub- 
lin University. : .

theretofore.. enjoyed by the dissolved 
ecclesiastical ime gs"

The British Ministry of Agriculture, in a 
report, states that on the whole the hop- 
growing season this year was not unsatisfac- 
tory. Lhe weather was unfavourable in 
the early part of the season and downy mil- 
dew and insect pests were rather prevalent. 
Conditions improved considerably at the 
later stages and the quality of the crop is 
generally considered to be good. The esti- 
mated total production is 188,000 ewts., 
compared with 169,000 for 1931. The coun- 
ties include Kent, Hants, Surrey, Sussex, 
Hereford and Worcester. The acreage under 
hops has shrunk another 3,000 acres. Kent 
returned 2,500 acres less than in-1931. The 
area left unpicked this year was estimated 
to be about only 200 acres compared with 
1,600 acres in 1931. The yield per acre 
was appreciably better this year.
